ORIENTAL  GLORY — ID.  Our  own  introduction 
for  last  year,  and  one  we  will  never  have  to  be 
ashamed  of  introducing.  We  have  had  many 
fine  reports  from  all  sections  of  the  country 
which  we  wish  space  would  permit  us  to  quote 
here.  If  you  want  a  living,  dazzling,  vivid  flow¬ 
er  of  orange,  you  need  look  no  further.  The  true 
color  description  is  cadmium  orange  shaded 
with  deep  cadmium  orange,  reverse  scarlet, 
which  color  shows  toward  the  center  of  the 
flower  on  the  unopened  petals;  at  a  distance 
the  general  effect  is  orange.  Plants  are  husky, 
vigorous  growers  with  foliage  that  is  hopeless 
to  insect  life,  they  just  do  not  try.  Roots  or  plants 
will  flower  easily  within  90  days,  and,  best  of 
all,  they  do  not  quit  when  they  have  produced 
a  dozen  or  so  blooms.  Oriental  Glory  was 
awarded  the  Storrs  Certificate  of  Merit  in  1932 
and  carried  on  the  American  Home  Honor  Roll 
in  1933.  We  predict  an  almost  universal  grow¬ 
ing  of  this  variety  in  those  dahlia  gardens 
where  beauty,  size,  plant  habit  and  vigor  prove 
themselves  year  after  year  in  spite  of  adverse 
soil  and  weather  conditions.

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AMERICA'S  SWEETHEART— ID  (Salem  D.  G.). 
An  immense  informal  decorative  of  pure  yel¬ 
low,  without  the  slightest  particle  of  shading, 
and  without  the  tendency  to  fade  on  the  outer 
petals.  Many  of  the  petals  are  doubly  serrated 
with  a  curl  and  twist,  bending  far  back  toward 
the  stems,  reminding  one  of  a  giant  chrysanthe¬ 
mum.  Bush  is  of  medium  height,  stems  and 
foliage  excellent,  flower  almost  on  the  top  of 
the  stem.  The  introducer  says  that  America's 
Sweetheart  was  grown  alongside  of  all  the 
new  1934  yellows  and  many  of  the  older  yel¬ 
lows,  and  was  so  far  ahead  of  all  of  them  that 
there  was  no  comparison.  Field  culture  without 
fertilization  or  irrigation  which  will  produce  12- 
inch  flowers  is  an  excellent  recommendation. 
What  a  dahlia  this  must  be  when  one  thinks  of 
the  massive  Lord  of  Autumns,  American  Le¬ 
gions  and  many  others.  On  the  Midwest 
Honor  Roll.

Color  is  a  rich,  bright 
violet  burgundy  which  under  some  lights  looks 
royal  purple.  Disease  resistant,  striking  foliage, 
with  excellent  stems.

JANE  ROSS — ID  (Ross).  Another  dahlia  from 
the  great  midwest,  which  promises  to  take  its 
place  in  the  front  rank,  where  beauty,  stem  and 
foliage  combined  with  size  are  the  prime  requi¬ 
sites  of  a  great  dahlia. 

The  color  is  bright  purplish  crimson  shaded 
violet  and  overlaid  with  a  velvety  maroon 
sheen,  deepening  toward  the  center  of  the  flow¬ 
er.  Plants  of  medium  height  produce  the  10- 
inch  blooms  in  great  profusion  from  very  early 
until  frost,  on  stems  24-36  inches  in  length. 
Jane  Ross  shows  up  well  under  artificial  light 
and  keeps  unusually  well  when  cut. 

The  introducer  has  quite  a  large  stock  of  the 
variety  and  in  spite  of  our  objections  is  offer¬ 
ing  what  we  believe  to  be  a  ten-dollar  dahlia  at 
a  second-year  price.

After  the  crown 
flower,  many  laterals  are  rapidly  and  simulta¬ 
neously  produced.  Disbudding  should  be  thor¬ 
ough  to  the  base  of  each  lateral.  The  flower  is 
the  perfect  formal  type  and  was  the  sensation 
of  the  introducer's  fields.  Its  long-keeping  qual¬ 
ities  will  commend  it  to  the  grower  of  discrimi¬ 
nation.  Buckeye  King  is  on  Mr.  Hart's  Roll  of 
Honor,  1933.

CAMEO — ID  (Fisher  &  Masson).  One  of  the 
most  beautiful  new  pinks.  Color  is  vibrant  and 
alive.  Large  and  most  desirable.  The  stems 
and  growth  are  particularly  correct.

CHAS.  G.  REED — FD  (Ballay-Success).  Purple- 
red.  Wins  many  prizes  and  is  an  Honor  Roll 
dahlia.

Bush  of  medium  low  growth, 
with  branching  habit.  Profuse  bloomer  and  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  dahlias  obtainable.

One  of  the  most 
beautiful  varieties  in  the  garden  this  past  sea¬ 
son;  it  never  quits  blooming.

Good 
stems  for  cutting,  not  subject  to  insect  ravages 
as  are  most  white  dahlias.

CITY  OF  POUGHKEEPSIE— C.  A  succession  of 
flowers  from  early  in  the  season  until  frost.  Not 
a  large  dahlia,  but  wonderful  for  attractive 
bouquets.  Color  is  royal  purple  with  white 
tips,  sometimes  coming  solid  purple,  but  never 
white  as  is  often  the  case  with  bi-colors.

CLARA  BARTON— ID  (Salem  D.  G.).  A  silvery 
orchid  flower  with  a  deep  lavender  reverse 
creating  a  general  tone  of  lavender.  Large 
blooms,  long,  straight  stems  holding  the  flowers 
facing  slightly  upward.  A  very  free  bloomer 
and  creates  a  lot  of  attention  in  the  garden.

COLONIAL  DAME— SC  (Veile  6c  Mendham).  A 
very  beautiful  and  unusual  coloring  distin¬ 
guishes  this  flower  from  the  ordinary  lavender. 

The  form 
of  the  dahlia  is  exquisite  and  also  very  dis¬ 
tinctive.

Alone  in  its 
class,  color  and  form.
